ALLEN said that he has had countless contacts with 
representatives of foreign countries, particularly in his present and 
most recent positions with AT AND T. If needed, he could obtain a 
complete listing, but he added that the BUSH Administration is aware 
of his many dealings with foreign dignitaries in both the public and 
private sector.
